SEASON PATRONS 
Palm Springs favmbte place of 
entertainment, the ralm Springs 
Theatre, will remain open this 
season at least until June 1st and 
as long after that as possible, was 
the welcome announcement this 
week from Earle Strebe, owner 
and manager. 
As has been his custom in the 
past, Strebe will keep the show 
place open just as long as he 
possibly can, despite greatly di­ 
minished patronage resulting 
from late season.

By means of an expensive and 
efficient air cooling plant, Strebe 
has assured the Palm Springs 
theatre will remain just as coolly 
comfortable in the hottest of 
weather as movie places in Ban­ 
ning or elsewhere.

Cafe Man Held 


To Answer on 


Assault Charge 


After a brief preliminary hear­ 
ing Wednesday morning Judge 
Albert R. Hoffman held William 
R. Penland, local cafe man, to 
answer in superior court to an 
assault with a deadly weapon 
charge. 
The charge aros^ from an alter­ 
cation last April 7 in the rear of 
a downtown hotel, which culmi­ 
nated in the death two days later 
of Harry J. Warner, operator of 
the hotel. W arner died of a stab 
wound in the heart. 
It was this stab wound which 
occupied much of the attention 
of District Attorney Earl Red- 
wine when he questioned the 
three prosecution witnesses. Only 
these three witnesses were called 
at the hearing, the defense pro- j 
ducing none at all. The trio ! 
were: Dr. Russell M. Gray; Mrs. 
Nancy Warner, widow of the ho­ 
tel man, and Miss Ruth Monahan. 
Penland was represented by 
Loyal Kelly, Riverside attorney. 
Kelly’s cross-examinations were 
brief and presumably directed to 
attempting to show no one had 
actually seen the stab wound in­ 
flicted and that time and circum­ 
stances might have made it pos­ 
sible for someone yet unnamed 
in the case, and possibly un­ 
known, to have done the stab­ 
bing. 
Gray Testifies 
Dr. Gray’s testimony revealed 
how he was called to the W arner 
apartment, arriving to find W ar­ 
ner sitting on the edge of the 
bed. leaning over. While Dr. 
Gray cleansed a scalp wound, 
Warner complained of “terrific 
pain in his chest," Dr. Gray testi­ 
fied, and it was then he discov­ 
ered the stab wound. W arner did 
not have a shirt on at the time 
and the wound appeared to have 
been cleansed, the medico said 
He testified also that Mrs. W arner 
and Miss Monahan appeared 
greatly surprised to learn of the 
stab wound. 
Dr. Gray testified as to taking 
W arner to the Reid hospital 
where he operated on the wound­ 
ed man, with Dr. Reid’s assist­ 
ance. He attributed death on the 
morning of April 9 to the stab 
wound, as primary cause, and 
pneumonia as contributing cause. 
Widow Upset 
Visibly upset -and at times on 
the verge of tears, Mrs. Nancy 
W arner testified as to details of 
the fight, of trying to separate 
her husband and Penland. She 
told of seeing Penland confront­ 
ing her husband, with heavy

COUNCIL DEFERS ACTION ON DOG 


ORDINANCE; APPOINTS OFFICER 


FOR SERVICE DURING SUMMER 


While it deferred action on the 
proposed dog licensing ordinance, 
probably until fall, the city coun­ 
cil at its meeting Wednesday 
morning took steps to provide for 
the local animal problem during 
the summer months. 
The city fathers appointed 
Ralph Nesmith as special officer 
with restrictive authority to en­ 
force state laws and local or­ 
dinances as applying to the care 
and protection of animals. The 
appointment is to be effective 
until further order of the council 
and carries with it a nominal 
compensation of $1 monthly from 
the city. However, Nesmith’s ac­ 
tual compensation will be paid 
for by donation by a private in­ 
dividual, whose name was not di­ 
vulged. 
Meanwhile action on the ordi­ 
nance itself was deferred until 
the council shall receive a report 
from the finance committee. It 
was deemed likely this would not 
be forthcoming until fall. 
Seek Postal Facilities 
Another important m atter to 
come before the council this week 
was increase of pdstal facilities. 
The city fathers were pretty well 
agreed that additional facilities 
are greatly needed and passed a 
motion to approach the first as­ 
sistant postmaster general con­ 
cerning the matter. 
The facilities desired include 
delivery service and installation 
of mail boxes at various locations 
in the city.

HANDLING AFFAIRS OF DISTRICTS 


Whatever minor opposition there may have been in the past 
to the proposal of placing the police and fire departments in the 
jurisdiction of the city appeared to have pretty well disappeared 
this week as the May 28 election date rapidly drew near. City 
officials and leaders, who have virtually unanimously endorsed the 
plan, have been given the complete support of both police and fire 
commissions. 
All expressed themselves as be-4.------------------------------------------ 
lieving it the only thing to do, ’

brought about by petitions of the 
people within the districts con­ 
cerned. 
Points For 
Some of the telling points 
brought out by proponents are: 
The police protection district 
has been functioning efficiently 
and most satisfactorily for about 
twelve years; BUT the district 
includes only about four and one- 
half sections while the city now 
embraces almost twenty sections. 
The same condition substan­ 
tially applies to the fire district 
which has been admirably de­ 
veloped and handled since its be­ 
ginning about ten years ago. 
Both districts presently can 
legally give service to only those 
comparatively few sections em­ 
braced within their boundaries: 
BUT while the departments do 
serve other sections in the city 
they do so at legal and other risk. 
Only by the city taking over 
the districts can all sections of 
Palm Springs legally be given 
full police and fire protection. 
Presently the tax burden for 
both districts rests solely on resi­ 
dents of the districts. With the 
city taking over, all residents, in­ 
cluding those on reservation sec­ 
tions, will contribute tax money 
for maintenance of the police and 
fire departments. 
Avoid Duplication 
Under state law the city must 
provide police and fire protection. 
Were the districts not to be dis­ 
solved there would, in conse­ 
quence, be costly duplication be­ 
cause the city would have to form 
its own police and fire depart­ 
ments to care for those sections 
not included in the existing dis­ 
tricts. 
There is no precedent for a dis­ 
trict within the limits of a town 
and a district within a city can­ 
not be expanded, according to 
local officials. They assert also 
there is no state law which would 
permit the district to be expanded 
to include the entire city. 
There are but a few of the 
major points brought forward by 
proponents of the dissolution 
plan.

A few of their comments were:

For 
instance in the fire district Ta- 
hquitz Estates, Casitas del Monte, 
Racquet Club area. Palm Springs 
Village Tract, Little Tuscany are 
among important areas not in­ 
cluded. In the police protection 
district Smoke Tree Ranch area, 
Racquet Club area, Field Club, 
Little Tuscany and other import­ 
ant sections are not included. 
Laud Commissioners 
Local leaders and officials em ­ 
phasized that too great credit can­ 
not be given the police and fire 
commissioners who have accomp­ 
lished tremendous benefits for 
Palm Springs. All of them have 
worked with utmost efficiency, 
loyalty and unselfish devotion of 
time, brains and effort for the 
common good of the Village. Dis 
solution is proposed solely be­ 
cause incorporation has made the 
present set-up legally and physic 
ally impossible, officials assert. 
Because of the high character 
of the commissioners and the de­ 
partments they had built up, some

W H IM OF C IR C U M S T A N C E 


Save for a whim of circumstance—the wrong 
guess of one man—the Union Jack of Great Brit­ 
ain might fly over California today, as Dave Drum­ 
mond, author and student of California, revealed 
last week. 
In 1841 when the surge of British Expansion 
in North America followed the vanguard of the 
great Hudson Bay Company, Sir James Douglas 
arrived in California to establish a trading post in 
San Francisco, and negotiated valuable trade con­ 
cessions with the Mexican governor. Had he been 
successful, the tide of empire would have flooded 
after him. 
But when a revolution against the Mexican au­ 
thorities broke out, Sir James guessed wrong. He 
backed the revolutionists. 
They lost. 
In conse­ 
quence, he made many enemies, his ventures 
failed. 
Meanwhile Americans streamed in. 
At 
last, in 1845, Sir James committed suicide. 
Next year the Hudson Bay Company withdrew. 
A few months later the Stars and Stripes were 
raised. It may be more than coincidental, too, that 
about the same time England gave up hope of de­ 
veloping California, she relinquished all claims to 
the wilderness called the Oregon Country now 
including the States of Washington and Oregon— 
and so abandoned thought of adding the immense 
and immensely rich Pacific Coast of modern 
America to her empire. 
Fate plays many such strange tricks with hu­ 
man destiny. 
In life of individual, State and na­ 
tion, the whim of circumstance is the imponder­ 
able, eternally unpredictable element of fate. 


PIED PIPER OF HATE 
Addressing Germany’s youth on the occasion 
of Hitler’s 51st birthday, Rudolph Hess, third rank­ 
ing Nazi, urged millions of impressionable young 
boys to prepare for the “glorious destiny” of con­ 
tinuing the program to crush all people who may 
dare attem pt defense of their lives and homes 
against Nazi invasion. 
“Don’t feel badly,” cried 
Hess, “because you are too young to fight in this 
war. You wish you could now be in Norway, drop­ 
ping bombs, sinking ships, directing artillery bom­ 
bardments. Your day for action will come! When 
the battle has been won, the world will stand open 
for you, in which to adventure and to battle—not 
only the greater Germany but the whole, wide 
world in which the German people will have fought 
for a place befitting them!” 
Such a hymn of hate, uttered to children by 
such a pied piper of bloodthirsty rapine, is incred­ 
ibly revolting to democratic America—where boys 
are taught that the holdup of a nation at the point 
of a million bayonets is a crime exactly parallel 
to the holdup of an individual at the point of a 
gangster’s pistol; where they grow' up in pride that 
the American-Canadian border is the only wholly 
unfortified border between major nations in the 
world. 
And that cry of Nazi Hess must bring 
strange thoughts to the aged exile of Doom, who, 
too, roused young Germany to “world conquest” 
a generation ago and sent millions to their graves, 
to insane asylums, to lifelong sightlessness and 
wheel-chair misery. 
The crime against German 
boys is that no one is permitted to voice to them 
the history-proven warning that they who live by 
the sword must die by the sword, and that the 
hymn of international hatred is the hymn of self­ 
destruction.

In the time it will take you to read this para­ 
graph, one major American industry will have 
spent about $10,000 for supplies which keep that 
industry in running order—at the rate of nearly 
three million dollars every day in the week, 116 
thousand dollars every hour of the day and night, 
and well over a billion dollars a year. 
Fifty millions of the total last year were spent 
in California, for meat, fruit, vegetables and dairy 
products; for paint, chemicals, lumber and glass; 
for rubber, leather, electrical materials and oil. 
The spender of such huge sums, the mover of Cali­ 
fornia industrial wheels, happens to be the rail­ 
roads of the nation. 
The public frame of mind appears to be veering 
more and more to the conviction that American 
business and industry, which have pioneered their 
separate fields and built their empires of efficiency 
unmatched in the whole world, deserve still to 
m aster their own ships. 
The opinion grows that the country will prosper 
when its business and industry prosper; that the 
thorny path of unemployment and insecurity will 
clear when the thorns are removed that hamper 
industry and impede business. 
Any annual cash customer for 50 million dol­ 
lars worth of California products, keeps a lot of 
industrial wheels turning. And better business will 
turn more wheels. It is time, perhaps, for cliques 
and malcontents to go back to work to build, not 
to tear down: time to look beyond the ends of our 
noses, and evaluate the picture in terms of the 
greater interest of the country as a whole, to strive 
for better days and a brighter future. 


IS T H E U N IV E R S E ALL W RO N G ? 
Dark moments come to most of us. Problems, 
questions, doubts arise. We wonder what it’s all 
about. We may become cynical and critical. The 
universe seems in a muddle. Things happen that 
we cannot explain; things that seem ironic, unfair.

It gave us a new angle

Am erica should benefit from 
the m istakes m ade by England 
and France.

C ertainly B ritain and 
France can never be defeated so 
completely, suffering absolute d is­ 
arm am ent. loss of fleets and all 
colonies, and consequently w ould 
rebuild much quicker than G er­ 
many did.

highw ay from w here it joijns "99” 
near the Palm Springs station to 
Palms-to-Pines highway. 
For our 
portion of the road from Palm 
Springs to Palm s-to-Pines turn­ 
off w e produced a petition that 
w as signed by approxim ately 80% 
of the property ow ners affected. 
The com m ission voted to recom ­ 
mend the adoption of the ordi­ 
nance and it w ill now be up to 
the board of supervisors to hold 
hearings before it can becom e a 
law. 
Mr. and Mrs. H. E. Patter­ 
son and Mr. and Mrs. W. R. Hill- 
ery attended the hearing. 


Tuesday evening, at the invita­ 
tion of a group of villagers, Frank 
V. Shannon came out, and instead 
of 
holding 
the 
m eeting in the 
Town Hall the benches and chairs 
w ere taken outside and Frank 
told us what steps w ere necessary 
to form a fire district. 
Keen in­ 
terest w as m anifested by those 
attending the m eeting, and after 
Frank had read the law and e x ­ 
plained 
several 
passages, 
the 
m eeting was open for discussion 
and m any points were m ade clear. 
With a modest beginning it would 
seem that a vital need in the vil­ 
lage could be much better served 
than the orphan outfit w e now 
have te combat fire. 
First aid, 
flood fighting, and policing could 
be brought under a more unified 
group in this manner. 
The m at­ 
ter w ill be discussed further and 
steps m ade to bring it into effect, 
possbily this fall, when there are 
more people in the village, unless 
the sentim ent calls for its adop­ 
tion this summer.

back, w hen I told you that only 
Alice, after h e r trip to W onder­ 
land, would understand C alifor­ 
nia under th e present adm inis­ 
tration, ldt m e teil you about the 
situation, w hich will exist w hen 
the L egislature reconvenes. 
Y ou'll rérnem ber th a t we w ere 
called into special session on Ja n ­ 
uary 29—because an "extraordin­ 
ary ” condition existed, w hich re ­ 
quired quick action. W hen we got 
here w e found a "Proclam ation” 
listing 64 subjects, on w hich w e 
w ere expected to act. We did act 
favorably on 35 of them ; alm ost 
all 
of 
which 
were 
non-con- 
troversial. The rem aining 29 were 
decidedly controversial, and w ith 
one exception, few if any had a 
proper place o n the call for the 
special session. 
The only exception was relief. 
We expected to be called back for 
th at w hen w e left Sacram ento 
last June. We w anted a special 
session w ith tim e and authority 
to consider the subject ap art from 
other controversies, and to re ­ 
organize the departm ents which 
will h ave to do with em ploym ent 
and relief. 
We w ere m et with a Procla­ 
m ation which lim ited us deliber­ 
ately to an appropriation for the 
SRA. A ll we could do was to 
m ake the appropriation. BUT to 
say th a t it could .only be spent 
through the county agencies. By 
saying that, w e could take at 
least one step tow ards the goal 
on w hich the m ajority of t h e 
thoughtful 
people of California 
have th eir eyes set—th e wiping 
out of duplication and w aste and 
inefficiency and incom petency, at 
both “S tate an d county levels” 
as w e say here. 
W hen the G overnor says, in the 
press releases, th a t th e Legisla­ 
ture has taken over th e adm in­ 
istration of relief, and th at he’ll 
let us ru n it, a n d let us set the 
size of th e appropriation, he does 
not tell quite th e w hole story. 
The L egislature is just as firm 
in its refusal to intrude itself into 
the ad m inistrative departm ent as 
it w ants the adm inistrative de­ 
p artm ent to be in relation to the 
Legislative 
departm ent. 
T h e 
Joint C om m ittee has consistent­ 
ly refused to include in its re ­ 
port any suggestions w hich m ight 
be m isconstrued on this point. 
We do feel th a t we have the 


are asked to come back and show 
him the bill the com m ittee has 
in mind, and which it would in­ 
troduce under a changed call. I 
would say th at the

was w orthw hile and that we are 
hopeful. 
In the meantime, two 
things 
have happened: First, the Gov­ 
ernor has issued a second proc­ 
lam ation, w ith 5 m ore subjects 
in it.

gave them power to call us w hen­ 
ever they felt this w as necessary' 
or desirable. That in itself was 
som ething entirely new in Cali­ 
fornia, or anyw here, so far as I 
know. 
The G overnor’s new' proclam a­ 
tion calls for a second special ses­ 
sion, to convene at 10 o’clock on 
May 13th. At 10 a. m.. we will 
be in special session No. 2; we 
m ust recess that session in order 
to convene session No. 1 at noon. 
We can decide to hold session 
No. 2 every m orning and session 
No. 1 every afternoon, or vice 
versa, or we can recess session 
No. 1 for several days, w'hile we 
finish up w'ith session No. 2. 
Now', if you don’t like Alice, 
think of the possibility th at we 
may have session No. 3, running 
right along w ith sessions Nos. 1 
and 2, for one of the G overnor’s 
secretaries told me today th at the 
adm inistration has before 
it

proposal from a great insurance 
company to come into the state 
with a low interest, extensive, 
low-cost home building program, 
but w hich it can’t do unless some 
changes are made in the l a w s 
under which it operates in Cali­ 
fornia.

She said 
she noticed the stab wound but 
because of his position, leaning 
on the edge of the bed. thought 
it only a scratch and wiped off 
the blood. 
She declared under cross-exam­ 
ination by Kelly that her hus­ 
band and Penland had words 
once before but nothing of seri­ 
ous nature and had, in fact, been / 
generally friendly. She admitted 
that on the day of the fight her 
husband had a drink but was not 
intoxicated. 
Nurse Testifies 
Miss Monahan, a graduate 
nurse, told of living at the hotel 
during the times her work did 
not require her presence else­ 
where. She related she was 
with the W arners the afternoon 
of the fight, how she was called 
by Mrs. W arner to help separate 
the men. Miss Monahan testified 
she did not see a stick or other 
weapon in Penland’s hand at any 
time but did see W arner fall back 
at one time, apparently struck. 
She testified as to calling the 
doctor, of going to Panland’s cot­ 
tage to ask him if he was all 
right and of noticing Penland 
over wash basin, apparently 
swabbing his head. She said 
Penland told her he was all right. 
With her testimony, the prose­ 
cution rested. And, the defense 
offering no witnesses, Judge Hoff­ 
man expressed belief there had 
been sufficient evidence adduced 
to warrant the court holding Pen­ 
land for the superior court. He 
so ordered.

(Continued From First Page) 
and Francis Crocker of Palm 
Springs and Bill Hillery of Ca­ 
thedral City. 
Some opposition was expressed 
from interests not affected by the 
proposed ordinance. 
The legislation would eliminate 
and prevent certain objectionable 
and nuisance types of land use 
along the main approaches to 
Palm Springs and in the immedi­ 
ate vicinity of the city, the limits 
being the Palms-to-Pines High­ 
way intersection on the south and 
the junction with Highway 99 to 
the north. 
As result of the planning com­ 
mission’s recommendation to the 
board of supervisors the latter 
group probably will soon set date 
for its hearing on the ordinance.
